A  correspond* 
of  the  New  York  Tribune  was  permit* 
with  a  few  friends  to  rummage 
the  kitchen  and  pantries  and  stoi

hotel  in  the  world.  Mr.  Antoine - 
ness*,  the  head  cook  of  the  establ 
ment,  gave  the  visitors  all  the  infor_ 
tion  desired.  “So  you  have  come 
help  me  ret  dinner,  liave  you,  gent 
men?  Well,  I  need  til  the  help  l  o 
get,  for  I  have  to  feed  1,000  to -day. 
the  bill  of  fare  is  a  generous  one.”  One 
of  the  gentlemen  inquired  who  made  i 
the  biff  of  fare.  “I  make  it  q|p,”  re¬ 
plied  the  cook.  “The  steward  buys 
whatever  he  likes,  and  1  make  mv  din¬ 
ner  out  of  what*  there  is  in  the.  housn. 
For  example,  step  this  way.  rentlemen* 
and  the  cook  led  to  one  of  a  nufiobei  O 
large  blue  chests,  wh  ch  wero  arranged 
about  the  sides  of  a  large  room.  In  the 
middle  of  the  room  was  a  botchert 
block  and  table.  Opening  the  chest  the 
cook  showed  us  a  hundred  or  so  I>chu||- 
ful  fish  stretched  upon  the  ice  side  by 
side.

That  will  tags 
six  of  these  fellows,  llicn  I  want  tan 
bind-quarters  for  the  4  spring  lamb, 
mint  sauce/ and  six  Baddies  of  mutton 
to  roast.  There  will  be  some  of  this 
lamb  Gr  mutton  left  over,  and  we  will 
use  it  to-morrow  under  the  head  ot  cold 
meats.  In  this  chest  is  the  beef.  We 
u-o  a  great  deal  of  beef.  To-day  we 
shall  roast  fifteen  ribs  of  beef  that  a ver- 
re  forty-five  pounds,  and  fifteen  tendeg- 
There  will  be  one  rib  left  for  sup¬ 
per.  Here,  now,  are  the  little  spring 
chickens,  and  we  use  between  500  and 
000  a  day.  Don’t  they  look  prejty  with 
their  arms  tucked  away  behind  tlieir 
backs?  For  dinner  alone  we  shall  want 
about  340  of  the  little  chaps.  We  shall 
boil  fortyr  roost  235,  and  use  sevent*-

Pompeii  was  a  little  tolrn  by  the  sea, 
live  miles  from  VesuviuB.  which  bad 
been  girt  about  with  a  wsill  long  bofore 
the  military  power  of  the  Romaus 
taught  them  4o  despise  such  feeble  de¬ 
fences.  Its  gateways  and  towers  wsre 
already  crumbling  when  Naples  was  in¬ 
deed  a  “  New  City,”  and  Its  great  road 
that  led  northwesterly  through  Hercu¬ 
laneum  and  along  the  shore  to  Naples, 
between  Vesuvius  and  the  sea,  paved 
with  hard  volcanic  rock  from  an  erup 
tion  of  which  there  was  no  history  or 
tradition,  was  worn  ihto  deqp  ruts  by 
tho  traffic  of  unnumbered  years.  Omit 
came  those  wealthy  Roman  citizens—
